Could Have Surprising Results

COLUMBUS, O. 
Ufl — Vote re- 
counts — traditional post-election 
ev ents when races are close *— 
could hav e surprising results this 
y ear. 
That’s because recounts inv olv e 
a ll v otes ca st in disputed races. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown 
reported. 
Candidates formerly could ask 
recounts of only their own v otes, 
or these of an opponent, and hav e 
only the challeng ed v otes counted 
ag ain. Now all v otes cast for the 
office inv olv ed are recounted. That 
makes the final outcome doubly 
uncertain where more than two 
candidates are inv olv ed. 
Montg omery County is an ex ­ 
ample. Fiv e candidates won elec­ 
tion as state representativ es. Then 
Howard W. Butz, a defeated Dem­ 
ocratic incumbent, obtained a re­ 
count. 
Butz finished 222 v otes behind 
Republican Marion F. Patten, who 
had the lowest total of the fiv e 
elected. Reports said Butz and Pat­ 
ten soug ht to limit results of the 
recount to themselv es. But the 
election board this week beg an re­ 
counting all v otes cast in the coun­ 
ty for state representativ e. 
If Butz and the nex t lowest con­ 
testant should g et more v otes on 
the 
recount 
than 
Patten, 
they 
would be declared elected and Pa t­ 
ten and the nex t hig hest winner 
would be out. Here’s how they 
stood in the official count:

141 to 138 . 
In Warren County , a recount pro­ 
duced wider chang es but left the 
result the same. Franklin Town­ 
ship balloted on a special issue of 
fire protection. The election count 
was 9 39 y es to 6 35 no. The recount 
made the v ote 1,042 y es to 542 no. 
Election boards recount paper 
ballots in their offices. But offi­ 
cials and candidates inv olv ed, or 
their representativ es, must g o to 
precincts using v oting machines to 
make recounts. 
Brown, the sta te’s chief election 
official, accompanied a bus load 
of county officials and others on a 
tour of Young stown and county 
precincts using v oting machines 
for the recount there.

It 
is 
a 
bo o klet o n sabo tage, 
printed at th e labo rato ry itself, 
wh ich discu sses all kinds o f sab­ 
o tage—by mo nkey wrench , fire, o r 
o rdinary ex plo siv es, and h as been 
distribu ted to all emplo y es. 
Th ere’s o nly o ne th ing left o u t— 
it do esn't tell th e ato mic wo rkers 
h ere o ne single item abo u t wh at a 
sabo teu r co u ld do with ato mic ma­ 
terials. 
Th e wo rd “radio ativ e’’ is no t 
mentio ned. 
A th o u sand peo ple wo rk h ere, 
almo st entirely dev o ted to “peace­ 
fu l research ,” dealing with minu te 
amo u nts o f radio activ e materials. 
In general th e bu ildings are no 
mo re dangero u s th an th e av erage 
u niv ersity labo rato ry , 
bu t 
th e 
h eart o f th e labo rato ry is a $25,- 
000,000 nu clear reacto r, o r ato mic- 
energy fu rnace, wh ich is fu eled 
with pu re u raniu m, and wh ich pro ­ 
du ces impo rtant amo u nts o f ma­ 
terial many times “h o tter,” in 
radiatio n terms, th an natu ral u ran­ 
iu m. 
Its by -pro du cts h av e to be drain­ 
ed o ff by remo te co ntro l and bu r­ 
ied in u ndergro u nd v au lts. 
Nex t to th e nu clear reacto r is th e 
natio nally famo u s Bro o kh a v e n 
“h o t Lab,” wh ere scientists and 
tech nicians u se perisco pes to h and­ 
le materials so radio activ e th at if 
a cu pfu l o f liqu id were spilled it 
migh t mean th at an entire stretch 
of co ncrete flo o r migh t h av e to be 
ch ipped away and bu ried befo re 
th at part o f th e lab co u ld be u sed 
again. 
No t a wo rd co ncerning eith er o f 
th ese two installatio ns is mentio n­ 
ed in th e Bro o kh av en bo o klet o n 
“sabo tage.’ 
Th e bo o klet o pens by say ing 
“Sabo tage and malicio u s misch ief 
are a co nstant h azard and may 
easily resu lt in serio u s damage 
and delay to th e labo rato ry pro ­ 
gram . . . . It is ex tremely danger­ 
o u s to take a co mplacent attitu de 
to ward th e po ssibilities o f sabo ­ 
tage based o n th e fact th at so far 
no th ing o f th is natu re h as o ccu rred 
at th e labo rato ry .” 
So th e pu rpo se o f th e bo o klet is 
“to alert all emplo y es to th e nu m­ 
ero u s and dev io u s way s in wh ich 
sabo tage can be acco mplish ed....” 
Th e fo u r ty pes o f sabo tage are 
classified as arso n, 
mech anical 
sabo tage, labo r sabo tage, and ex ­ 
plo siv es—th o u gh ato mic ex plo siv es 
are no t mentio ned. Th e u se o f po l­ 
lu ted o il in lu bricating mach ines 
is mentio ned. Damage to fire-figh t­ 
ing equ ipment is discu ssed in de­ 
tail. 
Yo u can learn, fo r ex ample, o f 
su ch interesting no tio ns as empty ­ 
ing fire ex tingu ish ers and replac­ 
ing th eir fire-figh ting flu id with 
gaso line o r so me o th er incendi­ 
ary material. 


Ano th er interesting idea is to 
damage th e th reads o f fire-h o se 
co nnectio ns — bu rr th em so th at 
th e defectiv e th reads will make 
th eir u se impo ssible “u nless su it­ 
able adapters o r u niv ersal co u ­ 
plings are av ailable.* 
It giv es a v ery u sefu l tip wh ich 
any citizen sh o u ld kno w abo u t 
any package wh ich is th o u gh t to 
co ntain a time bo mb o r “infernal 
mach ine.” In th e mo v ies th ese 
u su ally are du nked in a tu b o f 
water. 
“Bo mbs and ex lo siv es sh o u ld 
nev er be placed in water. If th ey 
co ntain an electrical firing mech ­ 
anism, wh ich water will sh o rt, a 
deto natio n may resu lt, o r it may 
co ntain a metal o r ch emical wh ich 
bu rsts into flame wh en in co ntact 
with water. If it is essential to u se 
a qu ench ing agent, ligh t lu bricat­ 
ing o il, co al o il, gaso line, o r pref­ 
erably carbo n tetrach lo ride are 
best.” 
It discu sses bacteria and po iso ns, 
and states th at th e Bro o kh av en 
cafeteria already is watch ed care­ 
fu lly —any flies in th e so u p may 
be ju dged to be 100 per cent Amer­ 
ican. Th e bo o klet asks emplo y es 
to be “alway s alert to th e destru c­ 
tiv e 
abilities o f an u nex plained 
package, bo x o r su itcase.* 
Wh at wo u ld h appen if a sabo teu r 
picked u p a su itcase, go t into 
Bro o kh av en, and planted a h and 
grenade in th e v icinity o f an ato m­ 
ic pile is no t discu ssed. One can 
learn fro m o th er bo o ks th at th is 
migh t make wh at th e British call 
“a pretty sticky situ atio n” — and 
th e Ru ssian agents in th is co u ntry 
can bu y su ch bo o ks in any metro ­ 
po litan bo o ksto re. 
Bro o kh av en h as taken great pre­ 
cau tio ns to see th at u nau th o rized 
perso ns are no t permitted near th e 
nu clear reacto r. Th e labo rato ry 
h as armed gu ards at h te gate; 
th e pile bu ilding itself is fenced 
and gu arded. Th e precau tio ns tak­ 
en against sabo tage at th e mo st 
critical po ints certainly sh o u ld be 
kept secret. 
Th e signal - and - gu ard sy stems 
o f big banks nev er are sh o wn to 
th e casu al v isito r, bu t o ne can 
certainly be su re th at th e First 
Natio nal is no t really depending 
fo r its safety o n th e sto o p-sh o u ld­ 
ered o ld gentleman wh o sits in 
pu blic v iew and h elps o ld ladies 
into c a b s . Secu rity measu res 
sh o u ld be secret. 
Bu t did y o u ev er h ear o f a bank 
issu ing a bo o klet to its emplo y es 
telling th em h o w to be safe and 
carefu l—and co v ering ev ery su b­ 
ject fro m spitting o n th e flo o r to 
sleeping in drafts — bu t merely 
o mitting tb mentio n th e su bject o f 
mo ney ? 
Many go v ernment agencies talk 
to th emselv es th ese day s — bu t 
o u t h ere th ey wo n’t ev en do th at. 
So me o ne may be listening! 
Sh h h h h !

Th ere are two th ings in mo dern 
times wh ich we mistru st—au to ­ 
mo bile clo cks and sy stems fo r v en­ 
tilating and h eating bu ildings. 
As so o n as th e man said th e 
pu rpo se o f all th o se wh ingu ses was 
to bring in new air fro m o u tside, 
take o u t u sed air fro m inside and 
keep u s 
co mfo rtable th e y ear 
’ro u nd we knew wh at wo u ld h ap­ 
pen. 
Th is mach ine wo u ld ro ast u s all 
su mmer and keep u s co o led o ff all 
winter. Th e su mmer perfo rmance 
came u p to ex pectatio ns and ex ­ 
ceeded th em by 10 degrees. 
Th e winter perfo rmance is still 
tentativ e, bu t th e o th er day wh en 
th e wind blew u p a gale and th e 
temperatu re dro pped th e weak sis­ 
ters in th e department began to 
h ack and sneeze. Th e sy stem was 
wh o o fing o u t gales o f ch illy air 
fro m its du cts and bo x es.

Natu re is a determined o ld 
ch aracter, th at biddy . Sh e h as no 
o bjectio n to fancy man - made 
equ ipment wh ich pu rpo rts to u pset 
h er plans, becau se sh e kno ws sh e 
can rely o n h u man natu re — o ne 
o f h er mino r div isio ns — to keep 
h er plans fro m being u pset. 
Ligh ts will flash . Dials will be 
read. Needles will qu iv er. Th er­ 
mo stats will snap and twitter. Mo ­ 
to r* will hum. Air will g o who o fing i 


in and o u t in prearranged patterns. 
And o ne salt tablet fo r h o t weath ­ 
er will get y o u two co ld tablets 
fo r Janu ary th at th e net resu lt o f 
th e wh o le th ing will be a state o f 
ch ro nic dissatisfactio n with , th e 
same as it u sed to be wh en h airy -

Th e h y dro gen-bo mb dev elo pment

th at h u man beings ev er h av e h ad. 
Th e first ato mic bo mb co st ap­ 
pro x imately $2,000,000,000 in de­ 
v elo pment — and each o f th e first 
bo mbs co st $1,000,000 in th em­ 
selv es.

Since it can co me fro m so many 
different cau ses, a perso n wh o h as 
a lo ng-co ntinu ed co u gh , regardless 
o f wh at h e o r sh e (Stinks is pro du c­ 


ing it. o u gh t to try to get at th e 
bo tto m o f th e tro u ble early and 
sto p th e difficu lty befo re bro nch iec­ 
tasis can h av e a ch ance to dev elo p. 
Th e medical treatment o f fu lly 
dev elo ped bro nch iectasis h as no t 
been h igh ly su ccessfu l, at least u n­ 
til recently . No w, h o wev er, th e.*e 
h av e been so me repo rts o n th e u se 
of penicillin—u su ally giv en by th e 
inh aling meth o d—wh ich seem pro ­ 
mising. 
Penicillin is no t a cu re-all fo r 
bro nch iectasis, and it is still u n­ 
certain h o w many will benefit tro m 
su ch treatments. 
Th e o th er meth o d o f treatment 
wh ich is satisfacto ry fo r many 
o f th o se with bro nch iectasis, ev en 
wh en th e co nditio n is adv anced is 
su rgery . Th e part o f th e lu ng af­ 
fected with bro nch iectasis can be 
remo v ed by su rgery pretty su ccess­ 
fu lly and th is h ad u ndo u btedly sav ­ 
ed many liv es. 
Fo r th o se wh o are u nfo rtu nate 
eno u gh to h av e dev elo ped an ad­ 
v anced ty pe o f bo nch iectasis, su r­ 
gery pro bably o ffers th e best h o pe 
o f resto ring h ealth , bu t, o f co u rse, 
th e indiv idu al circu mstances h av e 
to be weigh ed in each instance.

Mrs. Lemersal’s skeleton was 
foun d on a bed. The skeleton had 
been covered with old rags. 
Police said Russell, who was ar­ 
rested Wedn esday , was held with­ 
out charge for question in g. 
Howard Schuman n , 55, a n eph­ 
ew of Mrs. Lemersal, told police 
he had heard rumors that his 
aun t was dead. He said the two! 
brothers 
had 
barricaded 
them­ 
selves in the house an d refused to I 
talk with him. 
The my stery deepen ed as po­ 
lice began askin g question s of 
n eighbors. 
Neighbors hadn ’t seen Mrs. Lem-1 
ersal for two y ears. On e of the 
son s had been seen to bury a box 
beside the house in the fall of 1950. 
Police said both son s were de­ 
scribed as heavy drin kers. 
Detectives foun d Mrs. Lemer­ 
sal’s bon es on a rusty bed. Strewn 
about the house were hun dreds of 
empty whiskey an d win e bottles, 
empty bay rum bottles an d can n ed 
heat con tain ers. 
Detectives quoted Russell as say ­ 
in g that after his mother’s death 
her pet spitz dog had refused to 
eat an d died of starvation . "Of 
course," he told police, "we could 
n ot keep a dead dog aroun d the 
house, so we put him in a 
wooden box an d buried him be­ 
side the house.’ 
Neighbors said the Lemersals 
had lived in the house more than 
15 y ears.
